| divorced before the Civil war. He 
| maiden name was Teresa Bagnoli, 
daughter of a famous Italian musi- 
cian. ° 
While the aged general maintains | 
| his determination not to relent to- 
ward the second Mrs. 
whom he has been estranged for 
| twenty-seven years and who recently 
| saved his home from being taken up 
| Ou a mortgage, he is confronted with 
this latest story. 

Molyoneux, who is 54 years old, 
has been searching for his mother for 
| twenty-seven years. Little by little, 
he says, there has been unfolded to 
him sufficient to convince him that 
his mother abondoned him and that ; 
General Sickles never knew of his 
existence. 

The man who bears the name of 
| Molyoneux grew up in New Jersey with 
the idea that his mother and father 
| were Betsy and Henry Molyoneux. Af- 
ter their deaths he learned that he 
was only a foster child and in Sep- 
| tember, 1858, had been found in a 
carpet bag aboard a Camden and 
South Amboy train when it reached 
Jersey city. 

He has found that Mrs. Mary King, 
a nurse, noticed that a handsome 
young woman on the train had kept 
her eyes on the bag, but had not taken 
' it. When she called the attention of 

the conductor to it it was carried 

aboard the boat. There a noise was 
| heard inside it. The bag was opened 
and a child in expensive clothes was 
found. 

The young woman was on the boat. 
The captain mounted a barrel and 
called for the mother to come forward 
and take the infant. The young wom- 
an finally said she hoped he did not 
mean her. She was nervous; she 
seemed to think she had been singled 
out, and g&ve him a card with an ad- 
dress in Washington. 

Mrs. King was found by Molyoneux 
and she told him that the young 
woman was Mrs. Daniel Sickles, then 
the wife of a congressman. The in- 
cident happened about the time of 
the estrangement of General Sickles 
and his first wife over the affair in 
| which the beautiful wife became in- 
volved with Philip Barton Key and for 
' which Key paid with his life. 

The belief of the man who thinks 
he is the son of General Sickles is 
that his mother decided not to let the 
general know he had a son, and so 
; abandoned him.

Women and children going to and 
ccming from the mills were the chief 
sufferers in the rioting, being knocked 
down and trampled. State police, 
with levelled revolvers, drove the 
crowds back. i 

At a mass meeting on the Short 
Street vacant lot the workers were 
advised te return to their machines 
in the morning. The day had been 
replete with rioting. Bvery effort 
to assist the Qperatives who wished 
to return to the mills was made. The 
mill gates were kept open, but the 
looms were silent. Enough workers 
toe halt the industries remained away 
or were kept away by force.

Add one’ ounce of !~iter, a slice of 
white onion chopped fine and salt and! 
cayenne to taste. Put this mixture 
into the bodies of the ducks, lay them 
in a roasting pan and cover the breasts 
with thin slices of bacon. When cook- 
ed, lift them from the pan and to the 
liquid in it add the juice of an orange, 
two minced onions, a tablespoonful of 
butter and. as’ much salt and. cayenne 
as may be needed. Cook the gravy un- 
til the onions are tender und then 
pour it over the ducks.

With Fruit Dressing. 
Baked Wild Duck.—Parboil the wild 


duck with a pinch of soda to remove 
the strong taste. Stuff with a dressing 
made of. equal parts of apples and 
prunes chopped together and seasoned 
with salt and pepper. When ready for 
the oven stick:a few whole cloves 
into the duck. Baste with melted but- 
ter and salted water. 


OKRA RECIPES. 

KRA is a favorite vegetable in 
Dixie, and truly delicious are 
the gumbo recipes which are 

found in the notebooks of many south- 

ern cooks. Chieken gumbo soup right: 
ly made is @ dish fit for the gods. 

A Rarely Good Soup. 

Gumbo Soup.—Take a fowl weighing 
about four pounds, a quart of green 
okra pods, three or four ounces of 
ham, a sliced onion, a half pod of 
small red pepper, a third of a cupful 
of flour, three tablespoonfuls of lard, 
three tomatoes and two sprigs of 
thyme. Cut the fowl into joints and 
the ham into pieces. Saute these in 
hot lard till they are golden brown. 
Do not use any iron vessels when 
okra is to be cooked. Remove the 
chicken and saute the onion and the 
okra pods, cut into pieces. Then add 
the flour, stirring it in, and when! 
blended with the fat pour in gradually 
a quart of water. When this boils 
add.to the chicken with another quart 
of water the peeled tomatoes, red pep- 
per, bay leaf, thyme and salt. Cover 
the vessel and let simmer slowly un- 
til the chicken Is cooked. Add more, 
salt or water if necessary. Serve, 
adding a tablespoonful of boiled rice 
to each plate. 

Minced on Toast, 

Okra and Tomatoes.—Boil and drain 
eight or ten okra pods. Then mince 
fine with a small onlon. Fry slightly 
in an ounce of butter and add four 
peeled and slieed tomatoes. Simmer 
a few minutes, then add the okra pods 
and season with salt and paprika and 
eook fer a quarter of an hour longer. 
Serve on sliees of buttered toast. 

A Simple Way. 

Boiled Okra.—Take young and tender 
okra pods, cut off the sharp ends and 
place in a saucepan of boiling water, 
slightly salted. When the okra is ten- 
der drain off the water, add an ounce 
of butter, salt and pepper to taste.

€@ressman Sulzer was nominated for! 
governor on the fourth ballot this 
morning by the state Democratic con- 
vention after an all night session. 


Alton B. Parker took the opportuni- 
ty afforded by his speech yester- 
day as permanent chairman of the | 
Democratic state convention to an- 
‘swer his critics at the Baltimore con- 
vention. It was the first political | 
speech the former presidential can- 
didate had made since he was the 
storm centre of the battle waged at} 
Baltimore by William J. Bryan against | 
his selection’ as temporary chairman} 
of that gathering. 

In defending himself he also de- 
fended the New: York state delega- 
tion, which with him was the object 
of Bryan's most fervid attacks. 

Judge Parker told the state conven- 
ticn that the action of the New York! 
delegates was dictated by the desire 
| to promote harmony. ) 

“You may ask me,” he said, “why | 
did the New York delegation with | 
ninety men, at least twenty-five of| 
whom were capable of entering upon | 
that platform, fail to discuss the at- 
tuck which was made indirectly and 
directly upon the delegates and upon 
myself—why did they keep silent? 

“I will give you the answer, my fel- 
low Democrats—because we. believed 
it was better that we should suffer 
a little indignity than by entering into 
a dispute with the gentleman upon the 
platform (Bryan) we should divide} 
that convention in two, and we held| 
our peace. 

“We held our peace for the good of 
Democracy; we held our peace believ-

RESH mushrooms are generally 
plentiful in the autumn. If not 
the mushroom lover can fall back

The question, not confined by state 
lines, must be met by a unity of act- 
ion from all parts of the country. 
Inflated stocks, wild cat ventures, 
‘water process of big corporations anc 
stock market gambling, on margins, 
are some of the things which tenc 
towards high cost of living. | Other 
things enter into the combination. 

The remedy must come sdoner or 
later, but it must be by a Federa} 
movement which is broad enough to 
embrace all conditions and meet them 
adequately, which will appeal to al 
people and do away with the irration- 
al movement of combinations ana 
cliques, each working against the 
other and accomplishing little, re- 
tarding more than aiding in a reform 
which every one knows is needed. 


THE LAWS DELAY. 


Many a time and oft criticisms are 
hurled at the laws delays. Few 
people stop to think over this matter 
with due deliberation, without flinging 
‘out their self-centered opinion. In 
Some cases there is occasion for such 
a stand, but at the same time there 
are also miany cases where the’ peo- 
ple themselves are responsible for 
delays in court proceedings. In all 
of the big cases which’ have attracted 
the attention of the country within 
the past few years, it has taken ful- 
ly af“long to empanél jurors as it has 
to try the cases, This is due to the 
average citizen manifesting a dislike 
to serve on juries. Some years ago, 
selectmen of towns aiid registrars in 
cities were- heckled continuously by 
persons, who desired to escape jury 
duty to have their names kept off the 
list, while on the other hand they 
were pestered by people who took a 
‘professional pride in serving on jur- 
ies and desired that their names 
should be placed on the lists. 


Fortunately the state stepped’ in a’ 


few years ago and remedied this’ by 
making it an offense to either solicit 
‘sélection as jury mei” or usfiig® per- 
suasion to keep their nanies’ from’ the 
lists. Bft in those latter day cases 
conditions have been different. In 
some of them however it has _ been 
held that fear has been a factor in 
influencing men to accept any extusé 
which offered to save them from ap- 
pearing in such cases.

The wreckage took fire, 
adding to the horror of the scene. 
Seven lives are known to be lost, four 
ot thése women who were passengers 
in the first Pullman coach, which had 
to -bear the brunt of the shock, and 
the others being the engine crew. 

While the official report of the New 
Haven gives seven dead and thirteen 
hurt, a report from Westport says 
sixteen are dead and fifty hurt. An- 
other message from Bridgeport gives 
the death list as twenty. Owing to

The Puritan Sunday may have been 
a mistake. It certainly filled some 
shildren’s minds. with distaste for re- 
igion. But the modern Sunday Is a 
still more gigantic blunder. It of-| 
‘ers absolutely nothing of value to 
life, and it destroys the power of 
quiet meditation, of sane thought, of 
preparation for the duties and the! 
‘asks of the week. 

If the Puritan Sunday did violence | 
to the social nature, the modern Sun- 
day does far more violence to the re-| 
ligious nature. The social instincts 
are so strong that no strict rules! 
could utterly crush them; but rell- | 
gion is a tender plant which withers | 
if it is not properly, cultivated. 

The Puritan Sunday may have de- 
veloped sombre souls; , the modern | 
Sunday kills the soul most effectively 
with indifference. 

Surely we can do better with the 
Lord’s Day than make it forbidding | 
on the one hand, or morally destruct-_ 
ive on the other. 

We must get back the old-fashioned | 
idea of a day of rest and reverence. | 
These things are vital for our wel-} 
fare. We need a Sabbath thar

Colonel Says It Was Used Expressly 
For New York State Campaign—

Makes Sweeping Denial

On cross-examination, He admitted 
he knew in 1904 that Henry C. Frick 
had contributed heavily to his cam- 
paign fund, but denied knowledge of 
any Gould contribution. His general 
answer was “I don’t know” when 
asked about specific trust donations. 

The ex-president appeared before 
the committee at his own request, to 
answer to statements made in August 
by John D. Archbald, that the Stan- 
dard Oil company had given $100,000 


|to the Republican fund in 1904, un- 


der the impression that Roosevelt 


| knew of, and approved acceptance -of 


the contribution. 

Not cnly did Roosevelt deny this, 
but he put into the formal records of 
the committee a sweeping denial that 
he had ever solicited funds from any- 
one while president; that any money 
had been received by the 1904 cam- 
paign committee with an expressed or 
implied promise of favors from the ad- 
ministration; that excessive funds had 
been used in his 1904 or 1909 cam-

NIGHT JOY RIDE | 
RINGS DEATH 


Nine Young “Men Killed 
Automobile Accident 


CAR SIDE SWIPES ANOTHER 


Plunges Over Fifty-Foot Embankment 
and Drops Into Coal Yard While 
Speeding at Rate of Fifty Miles an 
Hour—Party -were on Way Home 
From Road House 


Philadelphia, Oct. 7.—Nine young 
men were hurled to almost instant 
death when an automobile crashed 
through iron rail of the viaduct which 
carries Thirty-third. street over the 
Pennsylvania railroad tracks, and 
dropped fifty feet into a coal yard be- 
| low. 

Eight of the victims, 
was more than 27 years old, died in- 
stantly, while the other lived only a 
few hours after he was taken to a 
hospital. 

The machine, speeding at a fifty 
mile-an-hour rate, was racing with 
another car. It struck the rear wheel 
of another car coming in the opposite 
direction a glancing blow and swerved 
to one side. At full speed, it con- 
tinued on its way and crashed through 
the iron guard rail and went over the 
embankment with the engine still 
speeding. For an instant the car sped 
in a great are through the air and then 
turned over just before it struck the 
ground. It landed in O’Brien’s coal 
yard, alongside the tracks of the New 
York division of the Pennsylvania 
railroad.

On the return journey home the 
Shaw patty engaged in a race with 
another large touring car. 
racing side by side as they crossed the 
viaduct; The auto of Charles I. 
Spayd was awproaching from the op- 
posite direction. ‘The Shaw car en- 
déavored tc pass the other racing ma- 
chine and side’ swiped the car of 
Spayd. The force of the impact de- 
flected its course and -at “full speed 
it darted across the roadway and dis- 
appeared in the darkness below the 
viaduct. 

The bodies of eight of the victims 
were so badly érushed that it was al- 
most impossible to identify them The 
other racing car did not stop, but kept 
up its mad dash. 

Evidence gathered showed the acci- 
dent was the culmination of an all- 
night joy ride, which started at Broad 
uid Washington avenue, and ended 
at the Riverside mansion just before 
midnight on Saturday. The party of 
thirteen men and two women started 
what they said was gotng to be a‘ 
joy ride” in two automobiles from the 
road house, and before another quar- 
ter of an hour had passed, nine of 
their number were crushed to death 
beneath one of the automobiles. 

The police and coroner's officials di- 
rected every energy to the discovery 
of the persons who were in the auto- 
mobile which was racing with the big 
touring car. They were rewarded by 
the discovery of Thomas A. Lawrence 
of 4823 Ridge avenue, a brother of 
one of the dead young meh. Law- 
rence had come to his home, hysteri- 
eal and dazed, crying that his brother | 
was dead. Questioning by Deputy 
Coroners Ward and Braun revealed 
the fact that Lawrence had been a 
passenger in the second car, in which 
there were two women, according to 
the testimony.

The Massachusetts Industrial Ac- 
cident Board presents an analysis of 
all fatal accidents reported during 
July and August, 1912. 

During the month of July there were 
5,080 injuries to employees reported; 
during the month of August, 7,721 
were reported, making a total of 12,- 
801 for the two months. If the ratio 
of accidents reported to the Board in 


“!August is maintained, there will be 


more than 80,000 reported during the 
first year of the operation of the act. 
Yet it is believed that, even with the 
large number of reports received, 
some employers are not complying 
with the law requiring reports of all 
accidents to employees, and calls at- 
tention to the penalty clause in the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, which 
imposes a fine of $50 on the employer 
if an accident is not reported to the 
Industrial Accident Board within 
forty-eight hours of its occurrence. It 
should be further emphasized that 
this provision requiring a report of 
all accidents within forty-eight hours 
applies to all employers of labor, 
whether insured or not. 

An analysis of the reports of 91 per- 
sons, all males, fatally injured in the 
course of their employment in the In- 
dustries of this State during the 
months of July. and August, shows 
the average age of the fatally injured 
to be thirty-five years, and the aver- 
age age of the fatally injured to be 
thirty-five years, and the average 
Wage reveived $14.51. 

Of these 25 left no dependents. 
The remaining 66 left dependents as 
widows, 47; children, 86; parents, 18; 
other dependents, 11. 

Of the 66 leaving dependents, 55 


were insured under the Workmen's 
Compensation .Act, 10 were not in- 
sured, and for 

complete. 


The dependents of the 55 insured, 15 
xf whom left no dependents, compris- 
‘ng 30 widows, 56 children, 10 parents 
and 9 other dependents, are entitled to 
$90,199 under the terms of the act. 

The dependents of the 35 non-in- 
sured, 10 of whom left no dependents 
consisting of 17 widows, 30 children, 
8 parents and 2 other dependents, 
would be entitled, if insured under the 
act, to $53,900. 

The total liability for the fatal in- 
jury of the entire 91 employees, under 
the provisions of the act, insured anc 
non-insured, and figuring the liability 
in all cases of “no dependency” upon 
the $200 limit for burial expenses, 
would be $144,099. 

The reports as to safety devices tn 
use at the time‘of injury indicate that 
in 99.4 per cent. of all the accidents 
there were no safety devices in use; 
and pursuing the inquiry further, em- 
ployers or their agents making the 
reports stated in nearly every case 
that no safety device or regulation 
could have prevented the accident. 
The act does not authorize the ap- 
pointment of investigators by the In- 
dustrial Accident Board, and there is 
no fund available for the purpose of 
investigating the causes leading up 
to the injuries sustained or the 
methods by which such injuries might 
be avoided in the future.

One meéting is held each year at 
which all questions are settled. The 
craftsmen only are allowed to vote 
regarding wages and the conduct of 
the work is left to the masters. 

There is a rendezvous for the men 
with a commissioner in charge. This 
acts as a clearing house and an em- 
ployment agency for the men. The 
two factors serve each other and are 
brothers together in the trade. 

The speaker believed that some 
such movement as this was the only 
solution of the present industrial tan- 
gle.

WAS GOSTLY

to Get Into Action 
HODGKINSON LOSS $500 


Chief Litchfield stated this morning 
chat the fire at the house of B. F. 
dodgkinson at Germantown, Wednes- 
jay was probably caused by rats and 
natches and that the loss will be in 
he neighborhood of $500. When tne 
ire was discovered the fire depart- 
nent at Sailors Snug Harbor ran our 
ts hose reel and attached it to the hy- 
lrant directly opposite the burning 
aouse. The line of hose was carried 
o the roof of the building and an ar- 
tempt made to turn on the water. No 
water came however and when Chief 
Litchfield arrived they were still try- 
ng to get water from the dead hy- 
drant This made it necessary to run 
2 line of hose from near the Finley 
residence some distance away. In the 
mean time the fire had made consia- 
erable headway. 

Examination of the dead hydrant 
after the fire showed that the trouble 
was due to a broken.stem. While it 
can not be told for certain just what 
caused the stem to break, until the 
hydrant is taken apart, it is thought 
the trouble to have been caused by 
rying to open the hydrant by turning 
‘he valve the wrong way and so mucn 
oressure Was brought to bear on it 
hat the stem was twisted off. It was 


quite evident that the volunteer fire-| 


men who ran the first line of hose in 
‘heir excitment did not observe the di- 
rection in which the arrow pointed on 
the hydrant but turned it the wrong 
way. 

The alarm from box 24, at 5.42 on 
Wednesday afternoon was for a fire 
in a small building in the quarries off 
Whitwell street, formerly used by 
Jack Galvin as a powder house. The 
fire was evidently of incendiary or!- 
gin but did little damage.

UPRISING OF JAILBIRDS 


Several Guards and Convicts Perhaps 
Killed In State Prison 

Rawlins, Wyo., Oct. 14.—A battle 
raged early last night in the state 
penitentiary. Locked inside the walls 
with hundreds of mutinous prisoners, 
a few guards fought desperately to re- 
store order and prevent a wholesale 
jail delivery. 

Camped outside the walls was a 
force of citizens, heavily, armed, 
ready to drive back the convicts if 
they murdered the remaining guards 
und made a rush through the gates. 
Shouts and occasional shots told of 
desperate fighting within the walls, 
and it was rumored that several 
guards. and convicts were killed. 

Another battle was in progress at 
the same time in the hills south of 
Rawlins between a posse of citizens 
and escaped prisoners. 

Two men were killed in the streets 
ef Rawlins, one was desperately 
wounded and two convicts were re- 
captured, following the escape of 
prisoners yesterday afternoon. The 
town is in panic. 

The outbreak yesterday was the 
second within twenty-four hours. 
About 3 p. m. Saturday, twenty pris- 
oners escaped. Nine were recaptured 
before 8 o’clock. 


TO RESUME TRIAL TO-DAY 


Three Hundred and Fifty Men Sum- 
moned as Ettor Talesmen 

Salem, Mass., Oct. 14.—Three 
hundred and fifty Essex county voters 
eligible for jury duty have been sum- 
moned to report to Judge Quinn in the 
superior court today whem the trial of 
Joseph J. Ettor, Arturo Giovannitti 
and Joseph Caruso, defendants in the 
Lopizzo murder trial, will be re- 
sumed. 

Four Jurors qualified from a pre- 
vious venire of 350 talesmen, exam- 
ined a fortnight ago, but better re- 
sults are expected today, as both sides 
have made heavy inroads into the six- 
ty-six peremptory challenges to which 
they were orginally entitled. 

After these become exhausted tales- 
men passed by Quinn may only be 
challenged for cause satisfactory to 
the court. 


WOMEN IN MINORITY | 
IN UNITED STATES 


Females Qutnumb r Men, How-| 
ever, In Five States 


Washington, Oct. 14.—According 
to the sex classification report of the} 
department cf commerce and labor, 
abstracted from the census of 1910, 
and exclusive of Alaska, there are 
2,692,288 more men in the country 
than there are women, an increase 
of 1.6 males to every female during 
the last 10 years. 

Women, however, still cling | 


their prestige of numbers in Boston, 
there being 11,179 more females than 
males, the classifiication showing 
340,882 females and 329,703 males. 

Again, in Massachusetts, females 
predominate by 55,920 in numbers, 
the classification being 1,711,168 fe- 
males and 1,655,248 males. The cen- 
sus reports show 272,296 females to 
270,314 males in Rhode Island, a pre- 
ponderance of 1912 females. Only in 
three other states, however, do fe- 
males predominate. They are Mary- 
land, Nerth Carolina and South Caro- 
lina,

Injury Not Serious 

It is believed Roosevelt's injury is 
not serious. The colonel felt no pain 
at the time the shot was fired and was 
not aware that he was shot until he 
was on the way to the auditorium. 
His attention was then called to a hole 
in his overcoat, and he found that 
his shirt was soaked with blood. He 
insisted he was not hurt badly. A 
superficial] examination of the wound 
was made when he reached the audi- 
torium and three physicians agreed 
that he was in no immediate danger. 

Despite the protests of his physi- 
cians the colonel strode out of the 
dressing room and onto the stage. A 
large crowd packed into the building 
cheered loudly. 

Goes on With Speech 

“I’m going 'to-&sk you to be very 
quiet,” said Roosevelt, “and please 
excuse me from making you a very 
1ong speech. I'll do the best I can but 
you see there is a bullet in my body. 
But it’s nothing. I’m not hurt badly.” 

A sigh.of relief went up from the 
crowd and then an outburst of tumul- 
tuous cHeering. Thoroughly reassured 
by the colonel’s action that he was in 
no serious danger, the people settled 
back into their seats to hear his 
speech.

district of the town. At tho foot of 
the hill, directly down from the main 


entrance of the statehouse, was a lit | 


tle old hotel. The top floor of this 
hotel was reserved year in and year 
out for the lobbyists of the interests 
The state fancied that its affairs were 
administered from the noble structure 


on top of the hill; but everybody in | 


politics or big business knew that the 
teal capitol was down in the top floor 
of the old hotel at the foot of the hill. 
There probably had been millions of 
dollars paid out to crooked legisla 
tors in that old building. Certainly 
there had been more bills passed 
down there than on the floor of the 
house. 

Naturally a state with its affairs ad- 


ministered in this fashion did not | 


care much for the welfare of the com- 
mon people. The factory laws of the 
state, for instance, were about the 
most backward in the country. They 
were all made and passed solely for 
the benefit of the manufacturers, 


which, of course, made them inimical | 


to the interests of the workers. A 
manufacturer in this state could work 
a man, woman or child of any age un- 
der any conditions and for any num- 
ber of hours; he was not liable for 


what happened to them in his shop. | 


Wages consequently were low and 
conditions were bad for all the work- 
ing people in the factories. They 
Were getting the worst of it in every 


way, shape and manner; and so they | 


woke up and made a fight and elected 
Braden governor. 

Braden was a remarkable man. He 
was the son of parents who had 
ground out their lives in one of the 


big mills of the state. He had begun , 


his own active existence as a boy in 
one of those same mills, beginning to 
work at eleven years of age. The 
mills didn’t kill him, however. He

London, Oct. 16.—It is officially; 
mnnounced from Cettinje, Montene- | 
zro, that 3600 Turks and a large sup- |

The total losses on both sides in 
this district are given officially at 1442} 
killed or wounded, of which 650 were;

It is reported that Vranya, another |

has fallen. Heavy-fighting continues | 
at Tarabosch. 

The surrender of Tushi opens the 
way to Scutari, where Turksh forces} 
are said to be concentrating and on| 
which the Montenegrin troops are now} 
advancing. 

A division commanded by Crown 
Prince Danilo, after a fierce battle, 
occupied the fortifications and heights 
of Psitchanitch, Tushi and Paltnia. 
The final charge against Tushi and

| Psitchanitch was at the bayonet point, 


and the Turks surrendered. 

The fall of Tushi is an important 
victory for Montenegrins, as _ this 
fort is practically the only stronghold | 
which kept the second division of the} 
Montenegrin army from advancing 
south to Seutari, the capital of Al-| 
bania. Fighting has been going on 
at Tushi for come days and the Mon- 
tenegrins had surrounded seventeen 
battalions of Turks there so that es- 
cape was well nigh hopeless,

Earthly Casket 


Isaac M. Holt, an ex-councilman of 
Quincy and Past Commander of Paul 
Revere Post, G. A. R. was buried from 
his home, Cottage street Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Around the casket was the Ameri- 
can flag which he wrapped around 
the remains of Francis L. Souther of 
Quincy, the, first Northern soldier to 
fall at Big Bethel one of the first bat- 
tles of war.

At the Grand 
Army service, which was conducted 
by Commander Frances P. Loud of 
Paul Revere post and Chaplain Wy- 
man Nightingale, the quartet sang 
“When the Boys in Blue are Gone” 
and “Good Night.” 

The remains were escorted to the 
Mt. Wollaston cemetery by the mem- 
bers of the post and a detail from 
the Col: Abner B. Packard Camp, 
Sons of Veterans, under the leaders- 
ship-of Cominander Loud and Chap- 
lain Wyman Nightingale who beat a 
muffled drum. 

As the remains were lowered into 
the ground a three round voliey was 
fired and taps were sounded.

Out of Danger For Four or Five 
Days—Colonel Free From Pain and 
Appears Least Concerned of All— 
Wife Shows She Knows How to 
Manage Him—His Political Cam- 
paign Probably at an End 


Chicago, Oct. 17.—After a-day of 
ceasejess vigil ‘Colonel ~ Roosevelt's 
physicians iast night could say no 
more than that his condition was vir- 
tually unchanged. Indications, they 
said, favored the speedy recovery of 
the ex-president from the effects of 
the bullet which struck him at Mil- 
waukee Monday. 

A rise in temperature and pulse late 
in the day, however, made his con- 
dition for the time being somewhat 
iess favorable. The colonel’s temper- 
ature went to 99, but soon receded to 
as.8. . 

The fact that a rib was fractured, 
which was not disclosed until yester- 
day, and that the precise location of 
the bullet had not been discovered, 
added to the feeling of uncertainty. 

Fourth Rib Splintered 

The first X-ray plate which definite- 
ly shows the bullet in Roosevelt’s 
chest was aeveloped late yesterday 
afternoon. The bullet is shown paptly 
imbedded in the fracture in the fourth 
rib, about four inches from the stern- 
um. The bullet is much flattened and 
spread out of shape. It is crushed 
into the upper eage of the rib. Sey- 
eral small splinters of bone projected 
near it. 

Not before Friday, if all goes well, 
will the physicians be prepared to say 
that their patient is out of danger. 
The intervening period will be re- 
quired to determine whether blood 
poisoning or other complications are 
to be feared. 

Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., after a 
talk with his father and ‘a consulta- 
tion with the physicians, expressed 
the feelings of those about the ex- 
president. 

“It will be four or five days,” said 
he, “Wefore we can breathe easily.”

As soon as Mrs. Roosevelt reached 
the hospital, she took charge of af- 
fairs.

THE HUMMING BIRD. 


Known as a Flower to Which God Has 
Granted Wings. 

Our continent has a monopoly of 
humming birds, the gems of the feath- 
ered creation. Of these there are said 
to be as many as 400 species, most of 
which confine themselves to the tropi- 
cal regions. 

Only eighteen varieties live farther 
north than Mexico. It is generally 
thought that humming birds live upon 
honey. This, however, is a mistake 
They do deyour some honey, It is true, 
but most of their food consists of the 
small insects which inhabit certain 
flowers. 

The little bird is therefore useful as 
well as beautiful and has been called 
a flower to which God has granted 
wings. 

Humming birds are so smal! that 
when they are captured for commercial 
purposes it is impossible to use even 
the smallest shot for fear of injuring 
| theirskins, They are therefore stunned 
with a drop of water from a blowgun 
or syringe and fall into a net, when 
they are quickly poisoned. 

Humming birds vary in size from 
those half as large as.a sparrow to 
those about the size of a bee. Their 
flight is so swift that they can be well 
seen only when poised on a flower.— 
Ave Maria.

Chicago, Oct. 18.—Throughout a

The clinical records were the most 
encouraging of any day since Cclonel 
Roosevelt entered the hospital. Dur- 
ing the morning the variation in tem- 
perature was limited to two-thirds of 
a degree, and throughout the after- 
noon it was reported as normal. There 
was virtually no variation in pulse. 

The period of possible development 
of blood-poisoning has still another 
day to run and although the physi- 
cians say a change might occur witb- 
in an hour at any time during the 
day, they are optimistic as to the out- 
come. 

Possibility of tetanus or “lockjaw,” 
always to be reckoned with in the 
case of bullet wounds, has still to be 
considered and as the period in which 
this might develop is six or seven 
days, Roosevelt will not be regarded 
as entirely out of danger even should 
today pass with no signs of blood- 
poisoning. 

Dr. Terrell. said the colonel could 
not leave the hospital safely until the 
expiration period, and for that rea- 
son it was regarded as out of the ques- 
tion to consider the colonel’s depart- 
ure for Oyster Bay before early next 
week.

Outcome Difficult to Predict 

London, Oct. 18.—A general war, 
the extent and outcome -of which it 
will be very difficult. to predict, has 
begun in the BalKans—the cockpit of 
| Europe. This conflict has been threat- 
| ering. for many decades, but has been 
averted time and time again by the in- 
ability of the states interested to work 


‘in harmony and by the intriguing dip-

At last, however, Bulgaria, Ser-

! their haunches and watched the va- 
rious massacres—Turkish, Bulgarian 
and Greek—afraid to move lest one or 
the other might reap some territorial 
advantage, 

Now Turkey has declared war upon 
Pulgaria and Servia and the die is 
cast. Montenegro already had begun 
war and Greece will join in at. once. 

It will take the highest kind of dip- 
lomacy to prevent the spread of con- 
flict beyond the confines of Macedo- 
nia. Already the Montenegrins, and 
‘probably by this time the Servians, 
are in Novipazar, the district coveted 
by both Austria and Servia. 

Turkey has anticipated the Balkan 
states, opening hostilities by a simul- 
taneous advance of her armies against 
Bulgaria and Servia. It is also an- 
neunced that fighting between the 
Turkish and Greek armies has begun 
on the frontier; while two Greek gun- 
boats provided the first naval engage- 
men of the war by forcing the gtraits 
between the Gulf of Arta and the sea. 
In doing so they had a sharp gun duel 
| with the Turkish forts.

but today, when any citizen may be 
a candidate for office by 
the endorsement of a very small num- 
ber of voters, there is no excuse for 
there not being good men in the field 
from which the people may choose 
worthy representatives. 

As to the second part of this an- 
swer also, the people are again re- 
sponsible, although indirectly. If we 
see to it that a strong, capable, pub- 
lic spirited man, who has the real 
welfare of Quincy at neart, and is

This is an. intricate and deeply 
vexed question which is sorely per- 
plexing the foremost students of 
political economy of the times, and is 
worthy of more careful and pains- 
taking study than canbe given in the 
form of this series of letters. Never- 
theless, there are a few of the funda- 
mental questions of city government 
which it may be of interest and profit 
to touch upon later, and it is hoped 
that such views as present them- 
selves in subsequent letters may stim- 
ulate enough public interest and dis- 
cussion of these matters to bring out 
some conclusions which will take 
form and ensure to the benefit of 
Quincy. 

Let us first consider what, if any- 
thing, may be done to eliminate this

“It is a fact that Quincy pays more 

of its revenue for debt and interest 
than any other city in the Common- 
wealth and is 10 per cent worse ofi 
than the next Worst city. In fact 
43 5-10 per eent of the whole revenuc 
goes to pay debt and interest. That 
dlone should awaken every man. tc 
take an active personal part. ; 
- “The form of Quincy’s governmieni 
is pretty good. lis charter squares up 
pretty well on the whole. There ar« 
some things which might be betterec 
however. One is the short term oi 
the mayor and council. How is a 
mayor to do efficient work in one 
year. If we select the right man we 
ought to give him time to work out 
his policies. 

“A one term mayor feels-.about his 
next electfon the moment he steps in- 
he office. Instead of what is best for 
the city, itis what is best for re- 
election? 

“Is not the danger of what a man 
might do in two years if he were not 
the right, man overlapped by the 
good the right man would do.

WOLLASTON CONGREGATIONAL. 

The message of the Sunday morn- 
ing service at the Wollaston Congre- 
gational church struck its usual com- 
forting notes of faith and optimism. 
Dr. Sneath’s theme was “The Father 
we want to see.” 

“In all ages,” said Dr. Sneath 

“there has been a_ great desire to 
know—to—see—the great Heart of the 
Universe. What kind of a Father bs 
it that this age desires to see?” 
answering this question he eats 
four qualities that the yearning heart 
of humanity in this age demands in 
its God: sinlessness, loving kindness, 
sympathy, and a spirit with which the 
human spirit may commune, “The 
vision of a sinless Father has come 
to us just once—in Jesus Christ. The 
selfishness and hate in the world 
zause the yearning for a loving father 
This vision also has come in Jesus 
Christ.” Dr. Sneath instanced fhe 
delief of Henry Drummond that God 
s made manifest in nature. “Is it 
10t possible that we inject God into 
iature by means of our knowledge or 
dim through Jesus Christ? Whether 
his be true or not, it is true that we 
aave the manifestation in Christ; and 
he more we catch this vision, the 
nore we become like him.” In elab- 
rating the fourth division of his 
heme he said that living as we do in 
. time when, amid all the hurry and 

stir of our daily life, the heart seems 
ften alone, we feel the need of some- 
yne to whom we can go in thoughtful 
ommunion. God is the only friend 
chat “sticketh closer than a brother;” 
he only one in whom we find “optim- 
‘sm without frivolity and seriousness 
without despair.” “If we have had 
1 vision of Jesus Christ in his true 
life and character, we have had a 
vision of God. We can come no near- 
or to Him than Jesus takes us.” 

A feature of the service was a most 
illuminating account of the history 
and present situation of the Quincy 
Hospital, a campaign for support of 
which is to be made this week. The 
account was given, at the invitation of 
the pastor, by N. G. Nickerson, treas- 
urer of the hospital. His statement 
and appeal were made in a most in- 
teresting and forceful way.

AT SOGIALIST LA LABOR RALLY | THE CONTEST & A FAST ONE 


The Socialist Labor Rally in Electa 
hall Sunday evening was well attend- 
ed. The main speakers Thomas Bren- 
nan who spoke on “The elimination 
of the present industrial wage system” 
Patrick Mulligan of Salem spoke on 
his candidacy for governor. John 
Sweeney of Boston presided. 

Mr. Brennan said that the Social- 
ists Labor party believed in acquiring 
their demands through the intelligent 
voting of the working class. The par- 
ty was opposed to the I. W. W. which 
organization according to Mr. Bren- 
han was headed by undesirable citi- 
zens who did not believe in the ballot. 

The Socialist Labor party was a 
political, as well as an industrial pro- 
poganda, and one must be advanced 
with the aid of the other, 

The present industrial systems put 
the management of industry under the 
direction and absolute control of cap- 
italist corporations, trusts and pri- 
vate proprietors, because under this 
system the workers are an unrecog- 
nized peoples. He claimed the work- 
man has no vote in the election of the 
industrial officers or in the Sontrak 
of the industrial policy. 

He laid the present conditions at 
the door of the capitalists and said the 
movement was for an overthrow of the 
present capatilistic industrial system 
and the establishing of a system of 
industrial administration representa- 
tive of the workers industrially organ- 
ized. 

The tenets of the party, denies to 
non-producers the right to voice or 
vote in matters of wealth production 
end that they demand democratic in- 
dustrial self-government for the pro- 
ducers, admitting that brain workers 
and hard workers should be active 
participants in the enfranchisement.

IS BACKING BECKER 


Whitman Heats ars Folicemen Tes- 
tify For the Defense 


New York, Oct. 21.—Two members 
of the police force came to the aid of 
Police Lieutenant Becker in his trial 
for the murder of Herman Rosenthal, 
giving District Attorney Whitman op- 
portunity to charge that the “sys- 
tem,” whose workings were revealed 
following the Rosenthal assassination, 
had come to the relief of the accused 
Official. 

The policemen were Lieutenant Pat- 
rick B. Shea and Joseph B. Shepard, 
a former member of the “strong arm” 
squad, whose testimony contradicted 
part of the stories of Jack Rose and 
Sam Schepps, two of the presecu- 
tion’s important witnesses. 

Previously Louis Plitt, a newspa- 
per man, swore that Rose had ad- 
mitted to him in the Tombs prison 
that Becker was not implicated in the 
Rosenthal murder.

Ryan Liberal in 1904, Although 
_ Against Parker 


DESIRED TO SAVE THE PARTY 


Cleaned Up All its Debts at Close of 
Campaign—Perkins Pays Respects 
to Hilles and Penrose—Uses Harsh 
Language In Denial of Underwrit- 
ing Roosevelt Campaign 


Washington, Oct. 22.—Two mil- 
liomaires, George W. Perkins and 
Thomas F. Ryan, disclosed to the 
Clapp committee how they loosened 


their purses in political campaigns. 
Perkins said his total contributions 
to Colonel Roosevelt’s cause last 
pring were only $123 000, despite 
rumors that he had given millions. 

Thomas F. Ryan admitted giving 
$450,000 to the Democrats in 1904, 
and said that he gave between $70,- 
000 and $80,000 this year to Governor 
Harmon's war chest, and $35,000 to 
Representative Underwood’s cam- 
paign. 

Perkins indignantly denied that 
either the steel or harvester trust 
was backing Roosevelt. He branded 
guch statements flatly and squarely as 


He demanded that Chairman Hilles 
of the Republican national committee 
and Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania 
be called before the committee to pro- 
duce proof to substantiate such 
charges. 

Ryan's testimony was remarkable 
in that he said he was agatnst Judge 
Parker in 1904 and yet gave $150,000 
to the campaign, and $300,000 more 
at its close, paying up every debt of 
the party to “keep it from disintegra- 
tion and disgrace.” 

“I know very little anout the 1904 
campaign, except my own contribu- 
tion,” said Ryan. “Judge Parker's 
friends came to me when I was at the 
St. Louis convention before the can- 
didate was nominated, but I was for 
Senator Gorman of Maryland. I took 
no part, and made no promise to fur- 
nish funds in the campaign. After- 
ward I made a contribution of $50,- 
000. Later I contributed in smaller 
amounts up to $100,000. 

“Towards the end, the national 
committee told me the Parker cam- 
paign would *tollapse unless they had 
more money. I decided to give fur- 
ther financial aid. Just before the 
close, for the party workers, I con- 
tributed in the neighborhood of $300,- 
600 and paid the debts of the election. 
So that at the end of the campaign 
every debt of the party was paid. - I 
cid that because I didn’t want to see 
the party disintegrated and disgraced 
because of the debts it had incurred. 

“Every dollar of the $450,000 con- 
tribution was made by myself,” said 
the millionaire emphatically, answer- 
ing Senator Clapp’s question as to 
whether the money was given as an 
individual or as representing any cor- 
poration or firm. “Not a dollar came 
trom any corporation or other inter- 
est. I gave it all myself.” 

George W. Perkins denounced as 
an “unmitagated falsehood the charge 
that he had underwritten the Roose- 
velt preconvention campaign this year 
in the sum of $3,000,000. Rising from 
the witness chair before the Clapp 
committee and shaking a clenched 
fists, Perkins shouted: 

“Among the long list of unmitigated 
lies throughout this campaign that 
statement perhaps ought to be placed}

The Case of the Anonymous Letter | 
Writer of Philadeiphia 

The reason for the prevalence of 
the anonymous letter writing evil is 
because of the apparent safety of the 
person guilty of this nuisance. A man 
of the anonymous letter writing type 
has an enemy. He is afraid to face 
him in the open, but he wants to hurt | 
him. What easier or what more safe 
—apparently—than to write an un- 
signed letter containing information, 
alleged or real, or slander, which is 
certain to cause the assailed person 
harm, or at least considerable annoy- 
ance? 

There is a certain type of cowardly 
person to whom the anonymous letter 
appeals as does the vengeful stiletto to 
the vicious blackhand criminal. It is 
@ means to harm, and—apparently—a 
safe one. What easier than to write 
a few lines in a disguised hand? Or 
on a typewriter? How can anybody 
trace a letter prepared in such a way 
and dropped in the mail box by stealth 
and in the dark of night? True, ad- 
mits the letter writer to himself—or 
herself, for women are numerous 
among this element, such letters have 
been traced and their authors caught. 
But, reasons the intending writer, they 
did not take the necessary precautions 
to hide their tracks. It looks like a 
cinch. It looks safe. But— it isn’t. 

Any crime or misdemeanor that will 
place in the hands of a trained de 
tective a piece of writing, pen or type- 
writer, or a piece of printing, or, in 
fact, any physical trace of a person's | 
expression, is the least safe sort of | 
wrong-doing in the world. No sort of | 
wrong-doing is safe, of course, but the 
kind that leaves a trace of a person’s | 
identity in the hands of the men who | 
get on the track is the kind most-cer- 
tain to be run down eventually. 

This does not mean that it usually 
is a cinck for the detective to run 
down the ayerage anonymous letter 
writer. 

On the contrary it is usually very 
hard, for the wrong-doer invariably 
has taken a multitude of precautions 
to throw his followers off the track 
But the point is that the detective has 
in the letter a tangible clue to follow, | 
and in the end it is practically certain 
that the writer will be caught. { 

My first experience with an anony- | 
mous letter writer came about in queer | 
fashion. One day a young man, who | 
looked the part of the bookkeeper | 
that we afterwards found him to be, | 
came into the New York office of the | 
Burns agency and planked down three | 
anonymous letters that he had receiv- | 
ed during the past few weeks. Here | 
is one of them that gives the gist of | 
the three missives: | 
“Dear Sir: 

“You will never know who this let- | 
ter comes from, but you may be as- | 
sured that it is from a friend. You | 
have a friend named Carlin, who is | 
treasurer for the Blank Heating com- 
pany. If you will spend more time in | 
Carlin’s company we will reward you | 
in a manner that will surprise you, on | 
the condition that you let no one know | 
that you ever received this letter. Es- | 
pecially do not let Carlin know.” 

The name of the man who brought | 
the letters in was Blake. He had come | 
to us for advice. 

“We aren't giving away advice,” 
said the office manager. “If you want |! 
us to find who wrote those letters to} 
you and why they were written, we'll | 
be giad to give you a man for $8 a 
day and expenses. It may take somé | 
time to find the writer, so your bill!

putting forward the best possible ma- 
terialat its command for service in 
the city council of 1913. 

The message to’ those ‘citizens of 
Quincy who by reason of their ex- 
perience and proved ability in the 
handling of large affairs are well fit- 
ted to serve the ¢ity as Councilmen, 
is QUINCY NEEDS YOU! YOU OWE 
YOUR CITY A‘DUTY! Be Willing’ to 

make some sacrifice to the general 
| welfare in this time of Quincy’s need. 

With an able, efficient, public- 
spirited man as Mayor, and a strong, 
efficient body of Councilmen, ‘much 
can be done in the coming year to 
lighten the load. It cannot all be 
done at once*and it is folly to expect 
any man, however capable, to undo in 
one year the accumulated errors and 
burdens of several years; but a long 
step in the right direction can be 
taken by a good capable Mayor and 
| an efficient Council. 
| So our present efforts ought to be 
bent principally upon the selection, 
| nomination, and election of the right 
{kind of men to direct the manage- 
jment of Quincy during the coming

| the right men this year. 
| At the same time, there are one or 
two features of our form of govern- 
ment which it seems to me deserve 
ja little attention.

jry out their policies effectively 
enough to prove their worth.

to this official. 

One of the advantages of a two year 
term is the removal to a large degree 
of the temptation to “play politics for 
re-election;” and this fact alone, to 
my mind, is enough to commend the 
change.

For) the most part his summing up 
Was a calm condensation of the main 
evidence produced by the state and 
a shrewd dissection of the weakness 
of the. defense’s evidence. 

Rebrking McIntyre for the insinua- 
tion that the district attorney was, 
too, a conspirator for ambition’s sake, 
Moss told the jury that if Rose and 
Webber and Vallon had not been ac- 
cepted as state witnesses, ten men 
instead of three would have gone un- 
punished. 

If the chief witness against Becker 
was bad it must be remembered that 
Becker was a man of bad associa- 
ticns and Becker must stand or fall by 
the stories of such men. 

Testimony Dissected 

Mr. Moss, taking up the testimony 
bit by bit, argued that the state, by 
direct and circumstantial evidence, 
had’ shown* that the motive for the 
murder was Becker’s fear that his 
grafting and his dishonor as a police- 
man would be exposed by Rosenthal. 

He analyzed the testimony for the 
defense and told the jury that Beck- 
er’s main witness as. had convicted 
themselves out of their own mouths of 
lying. 

“If Becker did not have a motive 
for the murder, why did he want to 
get an affidavit from Rose two days 
after Rosenthal was dead?” Moss 
asked. , “The truth is Becker did not 
know how things would go. He saw 
the possibility that Rose might be d 
witness against him and he got an at-| 
fidavit from Rose to silence him. He 
got Rose to swear his own life away, 
sa that he couldn't testify against him 
in this case.” 

Sam Schepps, 
an accessory after the fact, but had 
come forward to testify because Beck- 
er had thrown “his pal, Rose, to the 
dogs.” 

Mr. Moss declared the defense had 
dwelt throughout the trial upon an 
alleged conspiracy to murder Rosen- 
thal, “founded on the hetred of the 
underworld” as its explanation for the 
murder, but had not introduced a 
shred of proof that any such conspi- 
racy had existed. 

Answering MclIntyre’s declaration 
that the four gunmen yet to be tried 
might go free, even if Becker were 
convicted, Moss said: 

“Have no fear that you will ever 
meet these four men on Broadway. 
We have not disclosed our entire case 
against them yet, and you needn't be 
airaid.of meeting, Rose, Webber and 
Vallon there, either, after this trial 
is over. “Their friends,’ the gunmen 
of the underworld, ‘will take care of 
that.” 

He closed by telling the jury that 
their duty was to proteet civilization 
against such men as Becker.

Even as it is, 
Turkey's disposition of its military re- 
sources is governed, not only by the 
uvttack of the Balkan allies, but by the 
menace of Russian aggression in Asia 
Minor. 

The whole Ottoman army 
cannot be transferred to Europe lest 
the two Russian army corps at Kars 
and Ardeghan cross the Turkish fron- 
tier.

Half a dozen roads meet at Kirk- 
Kilisse and the Bulgarians have the 
choice, according to their strength 
and the conditions that confront them, 
of several moves. They may swing 
west and south on to the branch of 
the Salonica-Constantinople railroad 
which passes’ through Adrianople to 
Scfia and isolate Adrianople, or they 
may strike southeast and forming a 
junction with the Bulgarian column 
moving down the coast of the Black 
sea threaten Constantinople. Again 
they may elect just to hammer Adri- 
arople until it falls.

Some doubts are expressed in 
Belgrade whether the cartridge fac- 
tories in Servia will be able to issue 
cartridges fast enough to supply the 
needs of the hard fighting troops. 
There has also been some severe 
fighting in the Struma valley, where 
again both sides claim the victory. 
For the time being, operations have 
slackened in the Novipazar district, 
where the Servians and Montenegrins 
are attempting to advance. 

The capture of the town of Novi- 
pazar by the Servian troops advances 
this object «considerably, but the 
treops who have passed through a ter- 
rifie battle must be allowed some rest.

operative methods may take no spec- 
ial notice of it. The simple work- 
ings of the co-operative system, how- 
ever, are pretty sure to interest any 
one who will look into them a little 
A few of the ground principles are ar 
follows:— 

A co-operative shareholder is one 
who pays into the bank each month 
one dollar for each share that he 
owns, and he may own from one tc 
twenty-five shares. The shares are 
said to “mature” when each one 
comes to be worth $200, this sum in- 
cluding the amount of monthly de 
posits and accrued dividends, and 
when this amount of $200 is. reache¢ 
it is paid over to the shareholder by 
the bank. 

The time required for shares to ma- 
ture is about 12 years, or 144 months 
In this period the shareholder has, o 
course, paid in $144 for each share 
and at the end he draws $200, a gain 
of 356. His first deposit will have 
been on interest 12 years, and the last 
only a month, an average of six years 
for the $144 dollars. ' Now a gain o! 
$56 in six years is at the rate of $9.32 
a year, or $6.48 on a hundred.

16.” 

Miss Mary R. Thomas testified that 
she is assistant director of practice 
in the Boston public schools and was 
acquainted with the Hunt family and 
frequently visited them. She stated 
that Mr. Hunt had borrowed money 
from her, but had never repaid it, 
and that she was aware of the cause} 
of the trouble in the Hunt household.

DEFENDANT OCES NOT FLINGH 


| Will Be Sentenced by scad iy laics Goff. on 
Oct. 30—Doubt Expressed In Jus- 
tices’ Charge to Jury That Rose 
Could Have Invented Story He Told 

| Against Former Police Lieutenant— 

| Refuses to Link Schepps With Un- 

doubted Accomplices In the Slaying 
of Rosenthal 


New York, Oct. 25.—Former Po- 
lice Lieutenant Charles Becker was 
found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree by the jury which has been try- 
ing him for instigating the death of 


Herman Rosenthal, the gambler. 
Yhe verdiet was pronounced at 

12:02 o'clock this morning after nine 

hours’ deliberation by the jury. The 


Becker did-not flinch when he heard 


Brae Burn, hee verdict pronounced by Harold B. 


Skinner, foreman of the jury. Mrs. 
courtroom, fell in a swoon when the 
verdict was announced. 

Becker was remanded for sentence 
to the Tombs by Justice Goff until 
Oct. 30. 

John F. MclIntyre, 
counsel, announced that he would 
take an immediate Appeal, but added 
that beyond this he had nothing to 
say. 

Defense Receives a Shock 

Justice Goff’s charge was a shock: 
to the defense. In effeet it expressed 
a doubt that Jack Rose could have in- 
vented such a story as he told against 
Becker, and that there was no evi- 
dence to show that Sam Schepps was 
an accomplice. The justice was par- 
ticular in instructing the jury that 
Becktr was not called upon to prove 
his unnocence, and that if there was 
a reasonable doubt of his guilt the 
verdict must be acquittal. 

But the features of his long address 
were his statement that the jury must 
take into consideration, whether or not 
Rose was capable of weaving such a 
story as would withstand seven hours 

of cross-examination and the state- 
ment that there was so much of a 
doubt in his mind as to whether or 
not Schepps was-an accomplice that 
he would refuse to link Schepps with 
Rose, Vallon and Webber, 
doubted accomplices. 
About Rose and Schepps 

In dwelling on these main points of 
the case, Goff said concerning Rose: 
“To a large extent you will depend jn 

your rendering of a verdict on the truth 
or falsity of Rose’s testimony. You 
must use your own personal impres- 
sions as to whether he should be given 
full credence or not.. You must also 
t2ke into consideration his demeanor 
~—whether it was friendly or hostile, 
ecnsider his frankness or suppression, 
the consistency of his narrative and 
his ability to withstand the rigid and 
thorough cross-examination. 

“Then, too; you must consider his 
surroundings, his life, his companions 
and his business, and you have the 

= to ask yourselves whether his

story in this case is true; you must 
consider whether his mental faculty is 
capable of weaving such a story. If 
you do not believe the testimony of 
Rose, if you do not accept it as the 
truth, you: must acquit the defend-

ant. 

On the connection with Schepps, 
Goff had this to say: 

“There is a question about Schepps 
being an accomplice. I must say that 
I am in doubt. I decline, as a mat- 

jter of law, to instruct you that he 
I don’t find any 
testimony that would justify a judge, 
as a matter of law, in saying that 
Schepps was a co-conspirator. Being 
am accessory after the fact cannot 
make him a principal in the crime.” 
Charge is Denounced 
Becker and his lawyers furiously 
denounced the charge as unfair and } 
as a virtual direction to the jury to 
convict the defendant. After the jus- 
| tice and the jury left the courtroom, 
Becker stood up in court and said 
loudly: 

“That charge was absolutely unfair. 

| It was one-sided: It was not a charge |

connected circumstances all tending 
to show the connection of Becker with 
the crime was still another aid to the 
state and a blow to the defense.

oman Had Evidence Against 


Chicago White Slavers 
WAS A SPY IW IN THEIR CAMP 


Lured to Tragic fate: Fate by Band Sup- 
posed to Have Conducted Bridge- 
port Station of “Underground Rail- 
way” Which Transported Unfortu- 
nate Women 


Bridgeport, Conn., Oct. 25.—An 
“underground ra‘lway” for transport- 
ing white slaves about the country, 
organized on the same plan as the 
“underground railway” which in the 
fifties transported black slayes from 
the southern states.to Canada, is re- 
vealed, it was declared today; by po- 
lice investigation into the shooting of 
a girl known as Rose White, and by 
other names, near here two days ago. 
A “station” in Bridgeport and another 
'n Chicago are indicated. Jack John- 
son’s Cafe de Champion has been 
mentioned in the case. 

But while the original underground 
railway took the slayes from servi- 
tude to freedom, this organization 
carried them from freedom to hide- 
ous servitude. 

Joseph Bunomo, one of the men ar- 
rested in connection with the killing, 
has confesscd, the police say, to 
shooting the woman, ‘because she re- 
fused to return to Chicago with him. 

The girl came from Chicago. Buno- 
mo had also come from Chicago with-+ 
in a day or two. Letters discovered 
in-the dead woman’s trunk indicate 


dence against the white slavers—that 
she was a spy in their camp, and that 
when she was discovered she was 
killed. 

Here are the circumstances which 
connect the slzin woman with the 
white slave traffic, especially in Chi- 
cago: 

Joseph Bunomo, under arrest, was 
a frequenter of Jack Johnson's Cafe 
de Champion, up to two weeks ago. 

He was so™-etimes known as Tony 
Brune, and a woman known as Rose 
Brune often accompanied him. 

Bunomo—or Brune—and the slain 
woman, arrived in Bridgeport from 
Chicago Tuesday. 

Salavatore Renardo opened, six 
months ago, the restaurant from 
which the woman was taken to her 
death.

Joseph w»unomo is believed by the 
police to have been in command of the 
gang of murderers. According to the 
chauffenr, George Hall, of whom they 
hired their auto, and who drove them 
about, the men engaged him to drive 
to the restaurant where the woman 
was picked up, ordered him to drive 
out in to the country, alighted with 
the woman'‘at a lonely spot, began to 
quarrel with ker, (without, apparent- 
il, frightening her in the least), then 
ordered him to drive on alone. 

A moment later he heard shots, and 
sped back to find the woman dead on 
the ground. He raced for town and 
brought the police.

Frank Pelizana and James 
Matteo were surrounded in a swamp 
near the scene of the killing. The 
other ‘wo men, Jimmie Lewis, alias

States is most marked in the Pacific 
and mountain divisions (far western 
states), with ratios in 1910 of, respec- 
tively, 129.5 and 127.9 males to 100 
females. The proportion of males is 
lowest in New England, this being the 
only geographic division in which 
there is a slight excess of females over 
males. There are only five states in 
which females outnumber males— 
namely, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Maryland, North Carolina and South 
Carolina. 

Of the fifty cities having over 100,000 
inhabitants there are twenty-eight in 
which the males outnumber the fe-' 
males. In thirty-nine of the cities the | 
proportion of males was greater in 
1910 than in 1900, and in eleven it was 
less. The number of males per 100 
females was greatest in Seattle (136.2) 
and only slightly less in Portland, Ore. 
(134.5). Nashville shows the smallest 
proportion of males, with a ratio of 
89.6 to 100 females. Of the eight 
cities having 500,000 or more inhabit- 
ants, Baltimore has the lowest number 
of males per 100 females (92.4), and: 
Cleveland the highest (106.6), but the 
ratio is almost as high in Chicago, 
where there are 106.3 males to 100 fe- 
males, New York city’s population Is 
almost evenly divided by sex; in Phil- 
adelphia the females outnumber the 
males.

STOMACH IN HIS THORAX. | 


English Boy Dies—Doctors Were Un- 
able to Diagnose Case. 

What is believed to have been a. 
unique surgical experience was related 
at an inquest in London over the body 
of a boy four years of age who was 
run over by a cart some time ago, but 
was apparently not seriously hurt. 
The boy was kept in a hospital for a | 
week and then sent home apparently 
fully recovered. He died suddenly 
three weeks later. 

The autopsy showed that the boy’s | 
stomach was missing from its regular 
place, and there was a hole about one 
and one-half inches tn diameter in the | 
diaphragm. Ah examination of the | 
thorax showed that the stomach was 
there.

AVIATOR’S SICKNESS. 
Sensations That Come With Flights 
into High Altitudes, 
Mountain climbers are subject to 
what is called “the mountain sick- 
ness,” due to the rarefaction of the air 
and the muscular work done by climb- 
ers. Then there is the balloon disease, 
with analogous symptoms, but which 
does not appear except at very high 

altitudes. 

Newer than elther of these is aero- 
plane or aviator’s sickness. Its effects 
are due to the rapidity with which the 
maximum height is reached and the 
still greater speed at the descent, in- 
volving the passing from a low air 
pressure to a higher one. Aeroplanes 
sometimes reach altitudes of 10,000 
feet In an hour, and here the effects 
on the ear, such as humming or crack- 
ing noise, are about the same as In a 
balloon, but the effect on the respitra- 
tory organs is different. The pilot Is 
sooner out of breath and he feels a 
special kind of uneasiness. 

During the descent the heart beats 
are of greater amplitude, but without 
accelerating. A quick descent in a 
sailing flight at a speed of 1,000 or 
1,200 feet a minute or even more— 
since Morane descended at Havre from 
8,009 feet in six minutes—causes a feel- 
ing of x specinl kind or uneasiness, ac- 
companied with humming in the ears. 

Burning in the face ix also feit and 
a severe bendache; also great tendency 
to sleep. ‘he movements of the body 
are sluggish and. unskillful. These 
symptoms continue for some time after 
the landing. and the tension in the 
arteries is noticed to be higher than 
the normal.—Chicago News.

For Present Day Conditions 
Says Councilman Murray 


MANY OTHER SPEAKERS 


Indifference was the principal 


cause advanced, in answer to the ques- 
tion “What's the matter with Quincy?” 
by Councilman A. N. Murray the chief 
speaker at the second meeting on this 
subject held at the Wollaston Unitar- 
ion church, Sunday noon. Nearly 80 
men and a dozen women attended.

"One great cause of our present 
condition,” said Councilman Murray,” | 
comes from the indifference of the 
average citizen in civic affairs. I 
would like to feel that everyone here 
Was present from a deep interest in 
what he might do individually but I 
am afraid some are present because 
their pocketbooks have been touched. 

“A great many here have been| 
touched by the tax rate. While per-/| 
haps that is necessary to stir peo-! 
ple up it is not a good indication when 
something of that kind is needed to; 
arouse interest. 

“The citizen should have an inter- 
est beyond his own yard. He should 
have an interest in his neighborhood} 
extending along the whole street andj} 
beyond it to the community and city. 
The present tax rate has aroused a 
number of people but when next year 
comes around with its¥23 or $24 tax 
rate we will all be on our feet.” 

Mr. Murray declared that citizens 
didn’t give the serene the assis- 
tance they ought, “We have the situ- 
ation in our own Mir and if every- 
one gave their personal information 
Quincy would not be hard up for | 
money.

“If we have a man in our business,

Two men, James W. Stetson, and 
Michael Lalley. were drowned in this 
vicinity, Sunday. Stetson fell over- 
board from a power boat in Weymouth 
Bay, while Lally met his death in the! 
Neponset river on the overturning of 
his row boat. | 

Michael Lally for the past three} 
years a resident of 44 Water street, At- 
lantic was drowned in the Neponset 
river Sunday, just as friends came to 


his rescue. He Was out in a small 
boat to pick up drift wood. He was | 
seen to go up the river by several | 
young men and in a few minutes was 
out of sight. A little later these 
same young men saw the empty din- 
gey drifting down the stream. Jump- 
ing into a power launch the young 
men started to the rescue. Round- 
ing a bend in the river they saw Lally 
struggling in the water, in what is| 
known as Davenports creek, about 300 


yards from where Lally lived. 

The young men in the boat, Walter 
Johnson, William Pitts, and _Albert 
Hughes, all of Neponset rushed their 
power boat at all speed toward the 
spot where the drowning man was 
frantically struggling. Just as they 
arrived Lally sank unconscious but 
when he came up Hughes grabbed 
him, but on account of his weight was 
unable to hold him until Johnson and 
Pitts came to his aid. Lally was then 
hauled into the power boat and rush- 
ed to the shore where first aid was ap- 
plied but the man succumped in his 
struggle. Medical Leahy who viewea 
the body pronounced death due to ac- 
cidental drowning. 

While no one saw the accident it is 
supposed that Lally had stepped out 
of the boat into the creek thinking it 
was not deep water. Finding the 
water too deep, and unable to swim 
he evidently made frantic efforts to| 
reach the shore only a short distance 
away. The water was as quiet as a 
mill pond and it is not known how 
long the unfortunate man had been 
struggling alone. The spot was so 
situated that it could not have been 
seen from the bridge and his cries 
could not be heard. 

Mr. Lally came to this country from 
Ireland about 25 years ago and has 
resided in Atlantic for the past three 
He has been employed for a 
year at an iron foundry at Commer- 
cial point. He leaves a widow and 
ten children. John, Edward, James 
Mary, Catherine, Esther, Helen, George 
Rose and Gertrude. 

James Whitman Stetson, 40 years 


eld, a painter, who boarded at 209 
Adams street, East Braintree, fell 
from his power boat in Weymouth Bay 
a mile off Wessagussett, about six 
o’cloek Sunday afternoon and was 
drowned. 

Stetson owned a 22-foot power boat, 
the Daisy, and was returning to Wey- 
mouth from Boston. With him were 
Mrs. Mary Pace of Braintree, with 
whom he boarded; Frank I, Sherman 
of Weymouth Landing, for whom he 
worked as foreman; Mrs. Sherman, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Philip Granier of 
Worcester. Mrs. Pace was at the 
wheel. The boat was towing a ten- 
der. 

Just before 6 o’clock Stetson went 
to the bow of the boat to hang up a 
lighted lantern. The wind blew the 
lantern out several times and Stetson 
relighted it. The last time he tried 
to do so the boat swerved slightly and 
he was thrown into the water. 

His companions heard the splash 
and heard him cry. “For God's sake, 
| help me,” but before they could reach 
| him he sank. He could swim, and it 
is supposed that either the power boat 
or the tender struck his head and 
made him helpless. 

Te water at that point is deep and 
the tide is swift, and his body has not 
yet been recovered. 

Stetson formerly lived on Mayflower 
park, Braintree. About two years 
ago his brother was drowned by fall- 
ing froma boat in Weymouth Pond. 

An effort will be made today by the 
police to locate the body.

Kear to Ceath 


REFORTED AS SINKING RAPIDLY 


Has Been Sick AH Summer From 
Complication of Diseases—Republi- 
can Party May Be Forced to Go to 
Polls With but One Candidate on Its 
National Ticket 


Utica, N. Y., Oct. 29.—Vice Pres- 
ident James S. Sherman is in a criti- 
cal condition at his home and the out- 
come of his sickness cannot be fore- 
casted. His physician, Dr. Peck, 
admits this fact. 

He denied that he considered the 
condition of the vice president hope- 


i less, but madg no attempt to mini- 


mize the situation. Sherman is suf- 
fering from a complication of ail- 
ments which have induced weakness 
iy heart action, and he has suffered 
great difficulty in breathing. 

With the national election just one 
week away, Sherman may not live to 
know if he is reindorsed by the na- 
tion. 

Through this situation the possibili- 


| ty arises that for the first time in the 


history of the country one of the lead- 
ing parties may be fcrced to go tothe 
polls with but one nationa! candidate. 
While it is thought possible that he 
may live until next Tuesday, nc hope 
is given that he could again take the 
oath of office as the second highest 
ofieer of the country. 

Dr. Peck last night authorized this 
statement regarding Sherman's illness 
and his present condition: 

“Mr. Sherman has been siek all 
this year, due to condition of the kid- 
neys, hardening of the arteries and 
softening of the muscles of the heart, 
which is semewhat stretched. Mr.

June and i expected him to die. He 
got out of Big Moose safely and im- 
proved steadily and very satisfactory 
until the latter part of August. Since 
then his condition has been aggravat- 
ed and he has been steadily failing. 
“For the last three wecks, since he 
ezme back from Connecticut, where 
he went to rest, he has beer dressed 
cnly once and that was a week ago 
'‘yiday when, agaist my protest, he 
went out to the polls to register. 
“Mr. Sherman is now in the condi-

KING OF FRUITS. 


To Eat a Durian You Must First Over- 
come Your Sense of Smell. 

The east furnishes in the durian one 
of the strangest of fruits. It has been 
called “the king of fruits, as the or- 
ange is the queen,” but there are many 
who entertain no liking for it. 

There is this difficulty about*the du- 
riap. Its consumption presents the 
same obstacle to enjoyment as a ripe 
cheese. To eat a durian one must first 
overcome one’s sense of smell. The 
odor of the durian suggests limburger 
cheese, onion sauce, brown sherry and 
other incongruities. It has also beei 
compared to the smell of a limekiln in 
full operation. 

The Malays are excessively fond of 
the fruit, and those Europeans whose 
sense of smell is not overdelicate con- 
tend that the durian is like rich but- 
tery custard flavored with almonds, 

A British officer at Penang once 
dined a member of parliament about 
to leave for home. Among other deli- 
eacies an overripe durian was placed 
upon the table. The guest, on being 
pressed to partake of it, declined, with 
this remark: 

“It may have been very good last 
season, but if you will excuse me |! 
would rather not venture on it now.” 

The durian is as large as a man’s 
head and is covered with sharp spines 
It grows upon a large tree, somewhat 
similar to the walnut. When ripe it 
falls, and if it should strike any one 
the chances are that it would inflict 
damage. The natives, knowing the 
danger of a blow from a falling durian.

lous places so that the fruit may be 
caught as it falls—New York Sun.

However strong, or even over- 
drawn, may be the statements of the 
Dorchester clergyman who s0 posi- 
tively condemns conditions existing 
in the prisons of this state, notice 
must be taken of it, to learn the exact 
state of affairs. If reforms are need- 
ed they should be studied with a view 
to producing the best possible results. 
Ii is a matter which can be more 
wisely settled by careful and slow 
action than by slipshod hasty and in- 
adequate methods advocated and put 
into operation on the spur ‘of the 
moment. 

The care of criminals in any com- 
munity is a grave problem. As much 
harm can be accomplished’ by misfit 
philanthrophy as by actually poo: 
conditions. Prisons likeother institu 
tions have their average quota o' 
peculiar people. Some cam be re 
formed and led to the pursuit of + 
better life. Others seem unequal t 
lifting themselves outside the crimin- 
al circle no matter how much is done 
to aid them.

“During the past year, I have been 
severely handicapped for money for 
water extensions and repairs. After 
thorough investigation, the last Com- 
missioner, Mr. Bainbridge, reported 
that the City was losing heavily on 
account of leakage, and the present 
Commisioner, Mr. Tupper, informs me 
that this is a fact. 

“TI had hoped to remedy this trouble 
to a large extent this year, and I be- 
lieve that the economy which was 
used in cutting the appropriation I 
requested from Thirty-two Thousand 
to Fifteen Thousand, was false econ- 
omy for here is one department which 
in a reasonable time, can be put on a 
laying basis, and also be made to sup- 
ply water to the consumers at a much 
lower rate than at present. In fact, 
the Commissioner is at present work- 
ing out a way in which this condition 
will be brought about in the near fu- 
ture. ; 

“The need of a few thousand dollars 
in this department has only hindered 
this much needed improvement but has 
caused us to be unable to properly 
supply water to the new buildings 
which are being erected in Quincy to- 
day. 

“The Bonds show an increase of 
$53,000 this year over last year, all 
contracted before my administration 


began, and this increase of bonds be- | 


coming due this year, together with 
an increase of $4,000 in interest, ac- 
counts for $1.50 of the increase of our 
‘ax rate this year.

Soon after Sherman’s death, Dr. 
Peck, the attending physician, who 
was present wheil death came, issued 
the fcllowing statement: t 

“The vice president died at 9:43 
Pp: mM. without regaining conscious- 
ness for a moment. 
quiet. He died-in the presence of his 
wife, her brother and sister, his two 
brothers, and his three sons and their 
wives. He had been entirely uncon- 
scious since 7 o’clock, when he had 
a period of partial consciousness last- 
ing for about 15 minutes. He died in 
a uremic coma as a result of Bright's 
disease, heart disease and arteria} 
sclerosis.” 

Mrs. Sherman bore up bravely .un- 
der the shock of her husband's death, 
as did the other members of the fam- 
ily. Although it waS said at the house 
that the hopelessness of Sherman’s 
fight against death had been realized 
since Friday, the blow was neverthe- 
less a crushing one. 

The Sherman residence is located 
on Genesee street, one of the city’s 
fashionable thoroughfares, and the 
arfival and departure of an occasional 
automobile was the only indication 
that anything unusual had transpired 
within the house: 

The annovncement of the vice pres- } 
ident’s death spread through the city | 
with great rapidity. Universal sor- 
Tow was expressed, and immediate! 
steps were taken for the proper rec- | 
ognition of the sorrowful event. Sher- | 
man was regarded as the first citizen | 
of the city, and all differences grow- 
‘ng out of politics died with him. 

The mayor gave out a statement 
voicing the general grief, and the big 
bell at city hall, as well as many 
church bells, tolled out the doleful 
news.
